Each key 
represents a character and/or symbol. In the case of an alphabet, the keys 
representing the characters of the alphabet may be arranged alphabetically. 
In another form, the present invention provides a system and method for data 
entry wherein the distance between input keys or choices of an input device 
are minimized by providing a central reference point wherein a selection 
medium returns to the reference point after each input/key selection. -
